Physiotherapy clinic’s future up in the air

Linda Holmes, a private 
physiotherapist and owner of 
Holmes Physical Therapy 
Clinic in Didsbury, says that a 
recent decision that was made 
by the administration of David 
Thompson Health Region 
(DTHR) may force her to lay 
off her staff and close her 
doors. 

DTHR has made the deci¬ 
sion to move all publicly 
funded physiotherapy care 
back into hospitals, rather 
than contracting the services 
out to private clinics in an at¬ 
tempt to save money. 

‘‘My future is on the line 
here after this decision,” 


Holmes said. “This is 52 per cent 
of my income which may force 
me on the brink of bankruptcy 
or maybe even closure.” 

Currently in Didsbury an 
outpatient that requires physi¬ 
otherapy care can go to Holmes’ 
clinic, or any other private clinic 
in the region, and if they pass 
an evaluation their care is paid 
for with public funds. This will 
end as of July 1. 

As of July 1st patients will 
be required to visit their doctor 
first, receive a recommendation, 
and then receive their care at 
the hospitals, which may cause 
waiting lists and prevent pa¬ 
tients from seeing a physi¬ 
otherapist within a few hours, 
like Holmes’ policy says. 


“Right now, our policy at my 
clinic is that when a patient 
needs to see a physio they will 
be looked at within 24 hours,” 
Holmes said. 

Despite what Holmes or 
others may be thinking, Denise 
McBain, DTRH’s Vice Presi¬ 
dent, says that this new sys¬ 
tem is determined to work, and 
not only will it work but it will 
also save the region money. 

“By doing this we are going 
to be able to stretch our health 
care dollar even further and we 
will be able to serve more pa¬ 
tients, with the same amount 
of money,” McBain said. 

McBain says that if the wait 
lists become too long, then the 
region will be re-evaluating the 


system, and may consider con¬ 
tracting some of the services out 
again or hiring another physi¬ 
otherapist. 

According to Elaine 
McFadden, spokesperson for 
DTHR, the region will find most 
of their savings by offering the 
services right in their own fa¬ 
cilities. 

“Before, when it was private 
clinics offering the services, they 
could take that pubic funding 
and basically do whatever they 
wanted to do with it; pay wages, 
pay their rent, anything,” 
McFadden said. 

McBain says that there are 
patients that may want to still 
receive physiotherapy care, but 
see FUNDING page 3 


The Government of Alberta 
is providing an additional $94 
million to assist publicly sup¬ 
ported facilities with cost pres¬ 
sures for operations and main¬ 
tenance (O&M). The one-time 
payments will be provided to 
school boards, post secondary 
institutions, regional health 
authorities, government sup¬ 
ported housing and other agen¬ 
cies across the province. 

The decision was made by 
the Minister after a number of 
facilities were complaining of 
high utilities which were eat¬ 
ing up much of their budgets, 
including Chinook’s Edge 
School Division (CESD). 

CESD says that they are 
estimating that they will be 
spending nearly $2 million on 
utilities, by year-end, which 
just isn’t sustainable, says 
CESD board chair, Roy 
Brassard. 

Of the $94 million from the 
Province, only $30 million will 
be going to school boards, 
which means that CESD 
should only expect to receive 
approximately $500,000. 

“Although we would have 
liked to have seen more, look¬ 
ing at how tight our budgets 
are anything is better then 
nothing,” Brassard added. 

According to CESD Treas¬ 
urer, Susan Roy, the $500,000 
that they are hoping to receive 
will only bring the operations 
and maintenance budget to 
zero, and does nothing for next 
year. 

“The money that we are 
waiting to receive should bring 
the O&M budget to zero, al¬ 
though we are still in the situ¬ 
ation where we will most likely 
face a deficit in next years 
budget,” Roy said. 

The high costs that drive the 
operations and maintenance 
budget into the red can be 
blamed mostly on the sky rock¬ 
eting natural gas prices.

Local politicians against same-sex marriages

For same sex couples in the 
Didsbury region, they won’t 
have much luck going to their 
local politicians to lobby sup¬ 
port for their right to be wed. 

Both Wild Rose MP Myron 
Thompson as well as Olds- 
Didsbury-Three Hills MLA Ri¬ 
chard Marz have both come out 
strongly saying that they dis¬ 
agree with a recent decision by 
the Federal government not to 
appeal a ruling that an Ontario 
Appeal Court made. 

Prior to the courts decision 
to vote in favour of the appeal, 
the law read, “The definition of 
marriage is and should remain 
the union of one man and one 
woman to the exclusion of all 
others, and that Parliament 
will take all necessary steps to 
preserve this definition of mar¬ 
riage in Canada.” 

This resolution, which was 


New weed 
control program

The Town of Didsbury, 
for the first time, will not 
be spraying dandelions or 
any other weeds with pesti¬ 
cides, but rather will be try¬ 
ing to care for their proper¬ 
ties a little better. 

The Town’s Director of 
Operations, Chris 

McKenna says that by car¬ 
ing a little better for the 
Town’s land that in the 
years to come those pesky 
weeds and dandelions that 
most residents don’t like to 
see should disappear, with¬ 
out using harmful chemi¬ 
cals. 

“The reason we are go¬ 
ing this way is because the 
chemicals may be harmful,” 
McKenna said. “Who knows 
what’s in some of them.” 

The Town has started 
aerating most of their prop¬ 
erties, which should help 
reduce the number of weeds 
that grow. 

McKenna says that the 
Town has decided to make 
this move, because other 
municipalities have been 
quite successful. 

“Larger places like 
Calgary and Airdrie has put 
this program into place and 
have been quite successful,” 
said McKenna. 

The weeds and dandeli¬ 
ons may be quite apparent 
in the community over the 
next couple of years, as it 
will take three to four years 
for the program to show it’s 
results. 


brought forward by a member 
of The Canadian Alliance 
Party, was passed in the House 
of Commons in 1999. 

In it’s ruling, the Ontario 
court said banning same-sex 
marriages is discriminatory 
and therefore contrary to the 
Charter of Rights and Free¬ 
doms. 

Proponents of same-sex mar¬ 
riages say the ruling opens the 
way for legalized marriages 
between men and men and be¬ 
tween women and women. 

“The government has made 
a grave error in judgment by 
choosing not to appeal a recent 
court decision that legalizes 
same-sex marriages. As a result 
of this failure by the Liberals, 
gay marriage is now law in 
Canada,” Thompson said. 

Thompson says that the 
courts have taken over, and 
that decisions that are made in 
Parliament are becoming mean¬ 
ingless. 

“The proposal to hold a free 
vote in Parliament is nothing 
but a cynical communication 
exercise by this Liberal govern¬ 
ment to try and hide the fact 
that they’ve let un-elected 
judges make the laws for this 
country,” Thompson said. 

Earlier in the year Martin 
Cauchon, the Minister of Jus¬ 
tice and Attorney General of 
Canada asked the House of 
Commons Justice Committee 
to travel the country and hear 
representations on same sex 
marriages from all walks of life. 

Thompson sent out his own 
questionnaire to his constitu¬ 
ents of Wild Rose, and the re¬ 
sults were overwhelmingly 
against same-sex marriages. 

According to Thompson’s 
communications assistant, 


Blake Richards, 89 per cent of 
the Wild Rose constituents who 
responded to the survey an¬ 
swered that they were against 
same sex marriages. 

A total of 2,852 people re¬ 
sponded to the survey, of which 
2,384 were against same-sex 
marriages, 303 were in favor, 
and 165 were undecided. 

Thompson says a piece of leg¬ 
islation like this, may make 
sections of the Holy Bible into 
hate crimes. 

“(This bill) is a bill to in¬ 
clude sexual orientation in 
Clause 319 of the Criminal 
Code, which was put into place 
in 1946 to prevent extermina¬ 
tion or genocide of any group 
because of race, colour, creed. 
They (the government) want 
undefined sexual orientation 
(added to this clause)” 

Thompson says that this leg¬ 
islation has many churches and 
religions fearful that this legis¬ 
lation will turn pieces of the 
Holy Bible into hate literature. 

“A lot of churches are fear¬ 
ful that if this kind of bill gets 
into being, that the quotations 
from the Holy Bible that do not 
promote homosexuality could 
be considered to be hate litera¬ 
ture. There is going to be some 
serious repercussions.” 

Thompson says that his gov¬ 
ernment - the Canadian Alli¬ 
ance - will be working hard at 
convincing the Liberals that 
this legislation is not the way 
to go, as well as they have 
plans to start petitions 
throughout the country to stop 
same-sex couples from being 
able to get married in Canada. 

MLA Richard Marz says that 
if it comes down to it the Prov¬ 
ince will be using the notwith¬ 
standing clause. 
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In Alberta’s Marriage Act, 
the notwithstanding clause - a 
provision of the Charter of 
Rights which allows provinces 
to be exempted for 10 years 
from a court ruling - was in¬ 
voked to enshrine the definition 
of marriage as a heterosexual 
couple. 

Marz says that he looks at 
the federal government’s deci¬ 
sion to allow same sex mar¬ 
riages, as going against Cana¬ 
dians religious beliefs and free¬ 


doms. 

“Basically, our government 
has committed to using the 
notwithstanding clause, to 
block us from this law that the 
federal government is trying to 
pass,” Marz said. 

Marz wouldn’t specify if he 
was personally against homo¬ 
sexuality, but says that he 
backs up his governments 
decision to not allow same- 
sex couples to get married in 
the Province of Alberta.

Cattle prices have 
dropped, yet prices 
at the grocery 
store haven t

Operators who are selling their cat¬ 
tle to the markets at reduced prices will 
be supported by a relief fund, but con¬ 
sumers who expected to see a drop in 
prices at the grocery store are still wait¬ 
ing. 

A drop in the price of meat at the 
grocery store would increase the 
amount of meat sold, and help to move 
the stalled beef industry along, said 
Simon Cobban, AAA Cattle Company 
operator. 

“It’s a social frustration for cattle 
feeders,” Cobban said. “Meat is cheap 
through the plants, but it is not show¬ 
ing in the market.” 

“If it’s cheap enough, consumers will 
buy it,” he said. 

Consumers do seem to be buying the 
choice cuts of meat, but the middle 
meats are being left to stock pile on gro¬ 
cery store shelves, Cobban said. 

“Basically we are trying to get these 
middle cuts to move and the grocery 
stores are not buying into it.” 

But grocery stores say that they are 
not responsible for the price cost of their 
meats, and that the meat is going in 
cheap to the packing plants, but re¬ 
mains at cost when it comes out. 

“The packing plants have not reduced 
their price,” said Howard Wright, gen¬ 
eral manager of the Olds Co-op. 

“Unfortunately we have not had our 
cost pricing reduced,” Wright said. 

Both Cargill Foods and Bridge Brand 
Food Services Ltd. packing plants did 
not respond to multiple calls concern¬ 
ing the price conflict by press time. 

Meanwhile, feedlot operators will be 
supported by the provincial and Cana¬ 
dian government through the Canada- 
Alberta Temporary Slaughter Cattle 
Disaster Assistance Program. 

Under the program, producers who 
sell their feed cattle for slaughter can 
receive compensation on a sliding scale 
equal to the difference between a base 
price and an average weekly market 
price. 

The $317-million program cost will 


be shared between the federal and pro¬ 
vincial governments at a roughly 60/40 
split. 

Cobban is grateful for the support 
program but cautions “that there is 
only so much money in the kiddy and 
once it’s used up there will be no more 
(support).” 

“It is a short term fix, we still really 
need the border to open,” he said. 

Wild Rose MP Myron Thompson said 
in a press release that the program, 
“falls far short of the reasonable pro¬ 
posal put forward by the Western pre¬ 
miers and the cattle industry.” 

The program failed to mention the 
percentage of the loss that will be cov¬ 
ered, the reference price, when the 
money will start to flow, the delivery 
method to farmers and the provinces 
that are participating, Thompson said. 

“The lack of information concerning 
the implementation of this plan leaves 
many producers wondering if they will 
be in business tomorrow,” Thompson 
said. 


aren’t eligible for public funding, and 
believes that this is where the private 
clinics will be able to pick up the slack. 

“Patients can still go to a private 
clinic, but they will have to pay for the 
service,” McBain said. “It is the pub¬ 
licly funded (contracts) that we have 
pulled from private operations and have 
made a decision to move these services 
back into our hospitals,” McBain said. 

According to Olds-Didsbury-Three 
Hills MLA, Richard Marz, he basically 
commented that this is a regional deci¬ 
sion, and not a provincial decision. 

“By having physiotherapy offered in 
hospitals and in a private setting, this 
is just overlapping and if we can offer 
it in one location then we may be bet¬ 
ter off,” Marz said. “It is my under¬ 
standing that if the wait lists get to great 
that they will go back and re-evaluate 
how the system is operating.” 

As for physiotherapists like Holmes, 
who may be on the brink of losing her 
business, Marz says that this may be 
an opportunity for her to work at one 
of the local hospitals. 

“By moving the services back into 
the hospitals Linda (Holmes) may be 
able to get on with one of the hospitals 
if she wanted," Marz said. “But, 1 think 
that there is actually room for both 
public and private physio operations.” 

Didsbury DTHR board member, 
Grant Hemming, says that the board 
was informed of the administrative de¬ 
cision, and says that he supports the 
move and says that DTHR has assured 
patients that they will watch waiting 
lists closely. 

“If the waiting lists get to great then 
we will look at other options,” Hem¬ 
ming said. 

This move to take away private 
physio contracts doesn’t sit well with 
the Alberta Physiotherapy Association 
President, Grant Irwin. 

Irwin says that health regions are 
moving in the wrong direction, and the 
care that physio patients deserve and 
need in order to get well again will not 
remain at the same level. 

“We are troubled by what may be 
poor access,” Irwin said. “We do have 
some evidence that waiting lists have 
been up to eight weeks in other areas

of the Province that went in this direc¬ 
tion.” 

Irwin says that he and other physi¬ 
otherapists can’t understand why the 
cancellation of private contracts has 
been kept so quiet. 

“It seems like this is a very non¬ 
transparent decision and it hasn’t been 
discussed among the interested parties, 
it has basically just been an adminis¬ 
trative decision,” Irwin said. 

Irwin says that Albertans deserve 
more and that they shouldn’t have to 
waiting for yet another health care serv¬ 
ice. 

“This is issues with people’s health 
we are talking about,” Irwin said. 

Holmes says that many of her pa¬ 
tients, which are going to be forced to 
receive their physiotherapy care at the 
hospital because they can’t afford to pay 
for private services, are going to lose 
the level of service which they are used 
to and have come to expect. 

“Patients with chronic disease and 
disability have the potential for the 
greatest disservice,” Holmes said in a 
letter to the editor (see page 7). 

Holmes has started a petition to try 
to keep public funding in the private 
clinics, and she says she encourages 
concerned residents to talk to their 
MLA, doctors, mayor, and other inter¬ 
ested parties.

In an effort to maximize their dollars David 
Thompson Health Region (DTHR) has de¬ 
cided to cancel all private physiotherapy con¬ 
tracts and move the publicly funded portion 
back into hospitals completely. 

Prior to this decision DTHR contracted the 
service out to private physiotherapy clinics 
to ensure that patients were able to receive 
the quickest, most effective service. 

Shawne But. as of July 1st all of these contracts 
will become invalid, and patients will have 
- two options. Option a) Go to your closest hos¬ 
pital to receive the service; or b) Continue 
going to your private physiotherapist and pay for the service out 
of your own pocket. 

By moving in this direction it is going to cause yet another 
hang up in the health care system by causing waiting lists, which 
in turn will make many patients symptoms worsen meaning that 
they will have to receive physio care for a longer period then if 
they were looked at instantly. 

Currently if a patient goes to the private physio clinic here in 
Didsbury they are guaranteed to be in with a physiotherapist 
within 24 hours. With the direction that DTHR is heading these 
wait times could increase to days and in some cases even weeks. 

The Didsbury hospital serves a large area, and with only two 
to three physiotherapist the waiting list is going to grow by 
leaps and bounds almost instantly. 

DTHR needs to reexamine what exactly they plan on solving, 
aside from saving a few thousand dollars. Sometimes it's better 
to spend a few extra dollars to offer patients a health care ser¬ 
vice that is almost mandatory after a number of surgeries and 
for many who injure themselves. 

If patients aren’t looked at right away they risk other prob¬ 
lems such as: Constant health problems, time off work, and more 
frustrated patients with the health care system.

What is the future of the Didsbury hospital? 
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Dear editor: 

Last Thursday a meeting 
was held with the Minister of 
Health and Wellness, the Hon. 
Gary Mar, our MLA, Mr. 
Richard Marz and officials 
from the surrounding towns 
and County. The purpose of the 
meeting was to discuss the 
recent boundary change which 
placed the Didsbury and 
District Health Centre in the 
Regional Health Authority 4 - 
(commonly referred to as the 
Red Deer Region). There has 
been a great deal of discussion 
as to whether our hospital 
would be better served, and be 
better utilized, as a satellite 
location of Regional Health 
Authority 3 - (commonly 
referred to as the Calgary 
Region). 

Dr. Ahmad began the 
discussion with a review of 
how the Didsbury Hospital has 
been actively utilized in the 
past, particularly when over a 
dozen physicians from Calgary 
served a wide variety of issues 
and patients, many of whom 
were from the area to the south 
of the Didsbury area - some as 
far away as Calgary itself. 

Dr. Puts had wanted to 
attend but was unable to do so 
due to patient demands. He did, 
however, write a letter of 
support pointing out the 24 
hour Emergency service 
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available, the full ambulance 
services headquartered in 
Didsbury, the wide selection of 
specialist services which the 
Didsbury medical faculty access 
in Calgary, the many services 
such as clinics, endoscopies, 
arthroscopies and laparoscopies 
which could be done locally in 
Didsbury. He also pointed out 
that our computer department 
is completely compatible with 
Calgary. 

Mr. Peter Unrau, a 
Councillor from Carstairs 
spoke of the significant 
population growth in their 
area, many of whom commuted 
to Calgary and identify more 
readily with the services 
available to them in the 
Calgary Region. He also 
mentioned the more realistic 
trading and commerce pattern 
south along the Highway #2 
corridor as opposed to the north 
towards Red Deer. Most, if not 
all specialized medical services 
were directed to Calgary Region 
as opposed to Red Deer. 

Mr. Ian Harvie spoke of the 
utilization of established 
facilities in the most beneficial 
and cost effective manner. He 
reiterated the vast size of 
Mountain View County and it’s 
inter-relation with the towns 
within it’s borders and spoke of 
the importance of serving all 
residents in the most practical 
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and medically expedient man¬ 
ner. 

Mrs. Cindy Tippe, brought 
a typical parents's perspective 
and related concerns regarding 
the past uncertainties sur¬ 
rounding the future of the 
Didsbury Hospital. She was 
adamant that the Didsbury 
Hospital return to it's former 
fully active state which was not 
only a significant asset to the 
Town of Didsbury and 
surrounding area, but to many 
of the residents to the south 
pointing out that fully 35^ of 
the patient currently accessing 
the Didsbury Hospital were 
from what is now known as 
Region #3. 

Ms. Jo Ann Tennant, Mayor 
of Crossfield spoke of the 
population growth taking place 
in their town and the 
difficulties their Doctor is 
experiencing in directing his 
patients to the Didsbury facility. 
Ambulance operators almost 
always deliver their patients 
directly into Calgary for 
treatment even though the 
Didsbury hospital is closer and 
he is a practicing physician 
there. 

She, too, spoke of the normal 
and accepted commerce and 
traffic pattern along Highway 
#2 and the significant number

Mrs. Peggy Good repre¬ 
sented the Cremona Medical 
Clinic and spoke of the prox¬ 
imity to specialized services 
with the Calgary Region as op¬ 
posed to the significantly 
greater distance to Red Deer. 
She spoke of the wide variety 
of medical concerns that were 
dealt with ranging from seniors 
to pre-natal care and how busy 
and vital the clinic was to the 
area residents. Her thoughts 
were echoed by Ms. Donna 
Kelly, Mayor of Cremona 

Mr. A1 Molner, also a Coun¬ 
cillor from Carstairs, spoke of 
the Carstairs Medical Clinic 
and the significance of having 
access to a more functional ac¬ 
tive hospital in Didsbury. He, 
too, felt that the Didsbury 
Hospital could relieve some of 
the shortage of beds and 
operating room needs of 
Calgary as a satellite facility 
and at the same time be more 
active within the community it 
directly serves. 

Naturally the Mayor of 
Didsbury was requested to be 
in attendance because of the 


significance of the Hospital to 
the Town of Didsbury. She 
pointed out that regardless of 
which Region the Didsbury 
Hospital was ultimately as¬ 
signed to the Town would be 
prepared to fully support and 
cooperate with them. She spoke 
of the significant population 
base between Didsbury and 
Calgary presently without a 
hospital, 35 r/ ( of whom are al¬ 
ready accessing the hospital. 
She spoke of programs such as 
the Cardiac Rehabilitation Pro¬ 
gram which operates according 
to the guidelines of the Cana¬ 
dian Association and the ex¬ 
pressed desire to expand such 
a program. She reinforced the 
need for more cooperation be¬ 
tween regions regarding ambu¬ 
lance services and physician 
privileges within the Didsbury 
hospital. She spoke of the need 
for an on-site administrator in 
charge of the hospital and staff 
to answer concerns and direct 
day-to-day operations. 

And finally, I pointed out to 
the Hon. Minister and to Mr. 
Marz that for the past 8 years 
there has been an element of 
uncertainty regarding the exist¬ 
ing and future role of the

Didsbury hospital resulting 
from the dismantling of some 
of the services and equipment, 
such as operating theatres, 
etc. which made it extremely 
difficult to attract medical pro¬ 
fessionals. I stated the helief 
that as a satellite facility of the 
Calgary Region the Didsbury 
hospital could not only contrib¬ 
ute significantly to the medi¬ 
cal needs of that vast popula¬ 
tion between here and Calgary 
but in doing so could take on 
a more active role within the 
community. The Minister and 
MLA then had an open 
dialogue with everyone and 
many questions were asked 


and answered. Naturally we did 
not anticipate an immediate 
decision. In fact it was felt to 
be imperative that much discus¬ 
sion needed to take place with 
the Calgary Board before any 
decision be made. It is impera¬ 
tive that both sides fully under¬ 
stand and agree to the future 
role of the Didsbury facility 
prior to any decision being 
made. The Minister agreed and 
promised to investigate the 
possibility of initiating such a 
dialogue. It was generally felt 
to have been a worthwhile and 
beneficial meeting.

22 year old pleaded guilty to dangerous driving

A 22-year-old man who had probably never driven 
a motor vehicle proved driving isn’t as easy as it looks 
when he rolled a vehicle with four other passengers 
inside. Steven Watson, who had never driven before, 
appeared in Didsbury provincial court, June 18. 

Prosecutor, Danny Elliott said Watson took over 
driving the vehicle he was riding in on April 3, 2002 
when the driver, and owner, had pulled to the side of 
the road and requested someone else drive. 

The female owner had pulled over to the side of the 
road after one of the passengers began to flick her 
ears and cause her attention to be taken off of driv¬ 
ing, court heard. 

Watson, who was not under the influence of alco¬ 
hol. floored the vehicle and was driving at a speed 
from 100 km/h to 120 km/h when he moved into on 
coming traffic, court heard. He swerved back into the 
proper lane, but over corrected and turned the vehicle 
sideways on the road causing it to roll. 

Watson and a passenger, Wayne (Buck) Leach were 
thrown from the vehicle, Leach on the first roll and 
Watson sometime during the second and third roll.

Three other passengers, Wendy Niehoff, 24, from 
Olds, Jen Savage, 21, and Jadi Byrd, 22, from Sundre, 
climbed out of the wreckage, injured and in shock, 
after the car came to a rest on its roof. Passers by 
stopped to help victims as eye witness, Michael Roll¬ 
ing of Blue Sky, Alberta, called 911. 

“I was right behind them (eastbound on Highway 
27, between Olds and Sundre) when the car started 
to swerve,” said Rolling, at the time of the accident. 
He described a car fish-tailing in and out of opposite 
lanes, at least three times, around a blind curve. “They 
almost hit another vehicle (head on) before they 
launched off the road,” Rolling said. Immediately af¬ 
ter the incident Niehoff said she remembered the car 


being out of control and passsengers screaming at 
Watson to stop. “The car dove and we were tucking 
and rolling in non-stop flipping. You want to stop but 
you can’t control it,” remembered Niehoff. 

RCMP reported that no one in the vehicle was wear¬ 
ing seatbelts at the time of the accident. Luckily all 
injuries were non-life-threatening. One passenger had 
a cracked pelvis and another a injured thumb. All 
passengers suffered from shock at the time of the ac¬ 
cident. Watson pleaded guilty to dangerous driving 
causing bodily harm and no valid operators license 
on June 16. He has been fined $2,000 and is prohib¬ 
ited from driving for five years.

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Local physiotherapist encourages residents to speak to 
ML A about changes to delivery of service to patients 


Dear editor: 

It is with great sadness and 
regret, that we find it necessary 
to inform your readers that 
services offered by private 
physical therapy clinics has 
suddenly changed. It is not 
widely known or published, but 
effective July 1, 2003, David 
Thompson Health Region will 
only provide funding to rural 
clinics if there is no hospital in 
the community. Therefore, the 
resulting drop in clients will 
force many private clinics out 
of business. The Alberta 
Health Care case load that will 
end up at the hospitals will be 
on a very long waiting list. The 
DTHR itself, has acknowl¬ 
edged that these funding cuts 
will result in longer waiting 
lists in rural hospitals. First, 
in order to access physical 
therapy at the hospitals, cli¬ 
ents must have a Doctor's re¬ 
ferral, whereas at any private 
clinic in the province, clients 
may have direct access, which 
means one less potential load 
on the healthcare system. Sec¬ 
ond, none of my duties are in¬ 
terfered by administration, as 
administration is always a fac¬ 
tor in a public run facility. The 
good news for the government 
and the citizens of Alberta, is 
that they don't pay me a cent 
for the administration I have 
to do. The resulting increase in 
case load at the hospitals will 
be staggering due to lack of 
space, equipment, and staff. 
Excellent care and reasonable 
time spent will be replaced by 
waiting periods, frustration or 
no service at all. 

Funding has been elimi¬ 
nated in rural areas where the 
population largely consists of 
seniors, individuals involved in 
small business, farmers and 
ranchers. Only a small percent¬ 


age of this population has ex¬ 
tra healthcare insurance that 
covers physical therapy serv¬ 
ices. Funding will be increased 
to physical therapy clinics 
within the city of Red Deer, 
where a much greater percent¬ 
age of the population has the 
ability to access physical 
therapy services through em¬ 
ployee health benefit plans. 

The Health Region has la¬ 
belled this a cost driven deci¬ 
sion. It is a small wonder the 
health region believes this de¬ 
cision equals "cost" savings. 
They are simply going to reduce 
access to services for many peo¬ 
ple. Those people who cannot 
afford line ups and long waits, 
such as those who are em¬ 
ployed, will find themselves out 
in the cold. 

Patients with chronic disease 
and disability have the poten¬ 
tial for the greatest disservice. 
I have a number of clients with 
multiple sclerosis, rheumatoid 
arthritis, Parkinson's and 


other conditions causing long 
term disability. At present, 
many of them can be treated 
as little as once every two 
weeks but this maintains their 
mobility to remain at home 
without additional home care 
support and able to function 
with their families. Most peo¬ 
ple with chronic disease do not 
benefit from extended health 
benefit and therefore cannot 
afford the fee for service treat¬ 
ment. It is my firm belief that 
the minimal price for one 
physical therapy treatment in 
the system is a vast difference 
from one home care visit, let 
alone increased physician vis¬ 
its, increased medication, in¬ 
creased hospital stays and in 
the worst case scenarios the 
need for assisted living. 

If you, Mr. Editor, and your 
readers feel this is an injustice, 
and believe your tax dollars 
were well spent on programs 
such as community based 
physical therapy, don't be si¬ 


lent. Editor, I encourage you 
and your readers to make your 
collective voices heard. Call 
your MLA, doctor, mayor and 
your friends. You may not have 
needed access to therapy, but if 
your readers are silent now, I 
wonder if they will be silent 
when they need immediate 
therapy and it is not available.

Robert Wigg has taken over 
the top position at the Town of 
Didsbury for the intern, after 
past Chief Administrative Of¬ 
ficer (CAO) Evan Parliament 
left to take on a new position 
in British Columbia. 

Wigg has been with the 
Town for over nine years, work¬ 
ing in the capacity of Planning 
and Development Officer as 
well as Building Inspector. 

Wigg says that during his 
time in the top seat he has few 
plans, except to keep the level 
of service up to par that the 
residents of Didsbury have 
come to expect. 

“Really I just want to keep

“We need someone that is 
committed to forward think¬ 
ing, thinking of new ideas and 
someone that is prepared to 
continue on with the Town’s 
programs.” 

Some of the Town’s suc¬ 
cesses that need to continue 
would be the Town’s industrial 
park, the sports park which is 
being constructed, the success 
in attracting businesses and 
residents to the Town, and a 
number of others. 

“We really need a go getter 
because it is such a big posi¬ 
tion,” Wigg said. 

Not only was Parliament 
fulfilling the needs as CAO, but 
he was also very active in 
working on economic develop¬ 
ment for the Town - the type of 
direction that Wigg and other 
administrators want to see 
continued. 

Wigg says that the Town is 
growing by leaps and bounds, 
and that is is always a chal¬ 
lenge for administration to bal¬ 
ance the budget yet tackle as 
many projects as possible each 
year.

Waiting outside a Filling Station, while Ralph paid for 
the gas, I noticed a sign advertising cigarettes at what I 
assumed was a competitive price.

QUESTION: Boy! Do I understand the perspective on home¬ 
work you discussed last week. The greatest power struggle in 
our home is over school assignments. Our fifth-grader simply 
will not do them! When we try to force him to study, he sits 
and stares, doodles, gets up for water and just kills time. Fur¬ 
thermore, we never know for sure what he's supposed to be 
doing. Why is he like that? 

DR. DOBSON: Let me offer a short discourse on school 
achievement, based on years of interaction with parents. I 
served as a teacher, a high school counselor and a school psy¬ 
chologist. As such, I became very well acquainted with chil¬ 
dren's learning patterns. The kind of self-discipline necessary 
to succeed in school appears to be distributed on a continuum 
from one extreme to the other. 

Students at the positive end of the scale (I'll call them 
Type I) are by nature rather organized individuals who care 
about details. They take the educational process very seriously 
and assume full responsibility for assignments given. They also 
worry about grades, or at least, they recognize their impor¬ 
tance. To do poorly on a test would depress them for several 
days. They also like the challenge offered in the classroom. 
Parents of these children do not have to monitor their progress 
to keep them working; it is their way of life -- and it is consist¬ 
ent with their temperaments. 

At the other end of the continuum are the boys and girls 
who do not fit in well with the structure of the classroom (Type 
II). If their Type I siblings emerge from school cum laude, these 
kids graduate "Thank you, Laude!" They are sloppy, disorgan¬ 
ized and flighty. They have a natural aversion to work and 
love to play. They can't wait for success and they hurry on 
without it. Like bacteria that gradually become immune to 
antibiotics, the classic underachievers become impervious to 
adult pressure. They withstand a storm of parental protest 
every few weeks and then, when no one is looking, they slip 
back into apathy. They don't even hear the assignments being 
given in school and seem not to be embarrassed when they fail 
to complete them. And, you can be sure, they drive their par¬ 
ents to distraction. 

For many, if not most, of these kids, their "battles" over 
schoolwork and homework represent a conflict between their 
basic temperament and the frustration experienced and trans¬ 
mitted to them by their parents. A strict, but not punitive ap¬ 
proach in which accountability for schoolwork and homework 
is transferred back from the parents to the child will effec¬ 
tively motivate them to assume responsibility for their work 
for many of them. An excellent, practical, description of this 
approach is provided by psychologist John Rosemond's book, 
"Ending the Homework Hassle" (Andrews and McMeel, $10). 

In unusually difficult cases, or when the previous ap¬ 
proach has failed, the child may have a neurologically based 
learning disability or the complex of behaviors known as at¬ 
tention deficit disorder (ADD), or attention deficit hyperactive 
disorder (ADHD). The cause of ADHD is currently unknown, 
but may include neurological or biological factors in some cases. 
Stimulant medication has been found to be effective in short¬ 
term studies for relieving the attentional and impulsivity fea¬ 
tures of ADHD behaviors, although the beneficial effect of these 
medications is not specific or limited to individuals with ADHD. 

Preliminary research has indicated success for ADHD 
management with a potentially promising behavioral approach 
outlined by Dr. David Stein in his recent book, "Ritalin Is Not 
the Answer" (Jossey-Bass, $15). Other authorities, including 
Dr. Edward Hallowed and Dr. John Ratey writing in "Driven 
to Distraction" (Simon & Schuster, $14), recommend the use 
of Ritalin or other medication for children with a confirmed 
diagnosis of ADHD. Your pediatrician will help you decide which 
approach to take.

Low water, and low maintenance

Sunshine! I love it. I was so happy to see that the 
rain was slowing down and the clouds were breaking 
up. 1 know that the extra moisture is great but while 
the logical part of my mind understands this, the part 
of me that adores the bright warmth of a sunny day 
can’t reconcile itself to the need for rain. However, 
once the sun came out I realized that rain serves an¬ 
other purpose. It makes everything clean and fresh. 
Our environment gets so filthy from the garbage that 
we allow to pollute it and then along comes a few 
days of rain to wash it clean again. It’s nice to know 
that after a good ‘‘housecleaning”, our community is 
again free of the corruption of various toxic entities 
that are hopefully gone for good. Oh sure, new pol¬ 
lutants can wander in to start the process of making 
the places that we love dirty again, but if we pay at¬ 
tention and don’t allow them to get a foot hold to 
start with, we can hopefully prevent the corruption 
from taking over again. So even though I love the 
sun the rain allows me to say “Good riddance to bad 
rubbish!” 

As I stated, the moisture we have been getting so 
far this year is wonderful and has gone a long way 
‘to replenishing our ground water supply, which had 
been greatly depleted by the past few years of drought. 
However, since we never know for sure when we will 
be hit by drought conditions or how long they will 
last, it is a good idea to have a basic understanding of 
xeriscape plantings. 

So what exactly is Xeriscaping? The origin of the 
word is from the Greek xeros, which means dry and 
the Anglo-Saxon schap , which means view. Now a 
“dry view” does not mean a barren desert sprinkled 
over with the odd cactus. On the contrary, a xeriscape 
planting can be just as pleasing to the eye as a more 
conventional garden. The primary differences between 
conventional landscaping and Xeriscaping are the way 
in which water is used and the selection of plant ma¬ 
terial. 

Plants used in this type of landscaping are drought- 
tolerant and can thrive with less water. Additionally, 


applying mulch around the plants used decreases the 
frequency of watering even more as does the addition 
of organic matter to the soil that they are grown in. 
The combination of the mulch and decreased water¬ 
ing also reduces the occurrence of weeds in the bed. 
Another great feature of xeriscape plants is that they 
generally have lower fertility requirements thereby 
reducing the need to add fertilizer. (Note that I said 
reduce not eliminate.) Added bonuses to creating a 
xeriscape garden are less pruning and less pests. This 
is due to the reduction of excessive succulent growth 
that frequently requires pruning and is loved by a 
variety of organisms and insects. 

Some basic rules of thumb to follow when main¬ 
taining a xeriscape landscape are: 

1. Ensure that your soil is healthy and has an 
adequate amount of organic matter. This will help to 
hold moisture. 

2. When irrigating is done, water deeply and try 
to contain the water in area you are targeting. In other 
words, avoid overspray.

3. Add mulch to 
your landscape. Not 
only does mulch help to 
hold in moisture but it 
also aids in the preven¬ 
tion of weed infestation. 

4. And finally, 
choose the right plants 
for the area you are 
planting and group your 
plants according to 
their light, water and 
fertility requirements. 

You can find plants 
for xeriscape gardening 
in all plant categories - 
that is to say that there 
are drought tolerant, 
low fertility-needs 
plants in trees and 
shrubs, perennials, 
vines, bulbs, annuals 
and native plants. The 
last of these, native 
plants, are often fantas¬ 
tic for low water needs 
because they favour the 
climate simply by the 
fact that they do occur 
naturally within the cli¬ 
matic zone that they are 
found. Some of my 
favourite drought-toler¬ 
ant plants are:

ered the activity has a 
calming effect for kids 
who have trouble 
focussing.

Kish is trying 
the cups with students 
who need a time-out 
break and has observed 
positive, calming effects.

Speed cup stacking, a 
new sport in the school’s 
curriculum, is the latest and 
greatest fad to hit since the 
Rubix Cube. But unlike the 
famous cubed puzzle the 
only hard part of this sport 
is getting students to stop. 

Cup stacking promotes 
the use of right and left 
hands at the same time by 
teaching sequences of stack¬ 
ing up and stacking down 
specially designed plastic 
cups, at high rates of speed. 

Students have never had 
more fun memorizing cycles, 
which consist of three se¬ 
quences, and setting new 
goals for themselves. 

Teachers encourage the 
game and are dedicating 
precious class time to teach 
it. knowing this sport is 
causing right and left brain 
activity, much like playing 
the piano, and increasing 
brain processing of math 
and problem solving. 

Randy Kish, Olds El¬ 
ementary Physical Educa¬ 
tion teacher, brought cup 
stacking to his school after 
seeing it demonstrated dur¬ 
ing a professional develop¬ 
ment conference hosted by 
Chinook’s Edge school 
board. 

“I tried it and was bash¬ 
ing cups together like a to¬ 
tal klutz,” laughed Kish. 
“Right away 1 wanted to get 
better at this. I loved it.” 

He knew the right and 
left hand consecutive move¬ 
ments would improve hand/ 
eye coordination and pro¬ 
mote the use of both sides 
of the brain. 

Kish utilized a school 
grant and ordered a set for 
30 students. He began 
teaching stacking cycles as 
soon as he could. 

“We found kids were set¬ 
ting speed goals and achiev¬ 
ing them.” 

He said all students, in¬ 
troverts and extroverts 
alike, even those who do not 
consider themselves ath¬ 
letes. were successful in the 
sport. 

“This is a real success 
story," said Kish. "When I 
started teaching it to stu¬ 
dents their cups were flip¬ 
ping and falling off the ta¬ 
ble but now they are doing 
it like pros.”

Jay Rosehill of Olds drafted to NHL

Every Canadian kid play¬ 
ing minor hockey dreams of 
playing in the NHL, but for 
Jay Rosehill, of Olds, the 
dream is even closer as he 
was included in the Na¬ 
tional Hockey League’s 
2003 draft held in Nash¬ 
ville, this past weekend. 

As he anxiously waited 
news from Nashville, 
Rosehill never had huge ex¬ 
pectations about being 
drafted. 

“When I heard I was 
drafted by the Tampa Bay 
Lightning, I was delighted 
and thrilled,” Rosehill said. 

“I never expected to be 
a high draft pick,” he 
added. 

Rosehill was drafted 
227th overall in the seventh 
round of the draft. His 
rights were opted by the 
Dallas Stars to the Tampa 
Bay Lightning prior to the 
commencement of the 
draft. 

Despite being the prop¬ 


erty of the Lightning, 
Rosehill doesn’t expect to be 
playing in the NHL right 
away. 

“Right now my plans are 
not with the NHL, I want to 
finish my Junior Hockey ca¬ 
reer with the Olds Grizzlys,” 
he added, noting he will talk 
to the Lightning over the 
summer. 

Although Rosehill was eli¬ 
gible to play another season 
with the Red Deer Midget 
AAA Optimist Chiefs, he 
spent last season suiting up 
with the Grizzlys taking a 
regular shift on the blue line. 

Flaying in the AJHL 
proved to be a solid decision 
for Rosehill, as his play im¬ 
proved with every shift and 
he was able to develop into a 
solid defenceman. 

Like most players donning 
the Grizzlys’ uniform, 
Rosehill hopes to play uni¬ 
versity hockey in the United 
States. 

“My goal is to obtain a 
hockey scholarship with an 
American college or univer¬ 


sity,” he added. 

During his hockey career, 
Rosehill has been forced to 



make several decisions and 
he believes playing with the 
Grizzlys is the right thing to 
do right now. 

“If I attend the Lightning 
training camp this fall, I may 
lose my chances of obtaining 
a hockey scholarship,” he 
said, indicating the Ameri¬ 


can colleges have strict 
playing rules in obtaining 
scholarships. 

Right now, Rosehill is 
playing everything by ear 
and he expects to receive 
more information from the 
Lightning during the sum¬ 
mer. 

“I want to make sure 
my chances of obtaining a 
scholarship are not ruined 
by attending the Light¬ 
ning training camp,” he 
explained. 

As a rookie in the 
AJHL, Rosehill attracted 
attention from college and 
NHL scouts. Central 
scouting placed him on the 
draft list in March, just 
prior to the draft confirma¬ 
tion. 

“Last season I talked to 
the Tampa Bay scout as 
well as other NHL scouts 
and 1 like what Tampa Bay 
has to offer to their 
younger players,” Rosehill 
noted, indicating the 
Lightning has an excellent 
program in developing

Rosehill played all his minor 
hockey in Olds before joining 
the Red Deer Midget AAA 
Optimist Chiefs.

2002 Air Canada Cup as a 
member of the Optimist 
Chiefs.

Kodiaks and Tv Morris^of the 
St. Albert Saints.
